CHAPTER 594. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE 

''The University Club" 

IN THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 
Passed April 28, 1865. 



The People of the State of New York, represefited in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section i. Theodore Woolsey D wight, George T. Strong, 
John Taylor Johnston, Charles Astor Bristed, Henry R. Winthrop, 
Charles F. Chandler, Joseph H. Choate, Edmund Wetmore, Francis 
E. Kemochan, Eugene Schuyler, Edward Mitchell, Luther M. Jones 
and Russell Sturges, Jr. , and such other persons as are now associ- 
ated, or may hereafter be associated, with them, are hereby consti- 
tuted a body corporate by the name of ''The University Club," to 
be located in the City of New York, for the purpose of the promo- 
tion of literature and art, by establishing and maintaining a library, 
reading-room and gallery of art, and by such other means as shall 
be expedient and proper for such purpose. 



CHARTER. 



Sec. 2. The said corporation shall have the power to make and 
adopt a constitution and by-laws, rules and regulations for the ad- 
mission, suspension and expulsion of its members, and for their 
government ; for the collection of fees and dues ; for the election of 
its officers, and to define their duties ; and for the safe-keeping and 
protection of its property and funds ; and from time to time to alter 
or repeal such constitution, by-laws, rules and regulations. The 
persons named in the first section of this act shall constitute the 
trustees and managers until others are elected in their places. 

Sec. 3. The said corporation may lease, purchase or take by 
deed, devise or bequest any real or personal estate, and hold or lease 
the same ; provided that they shall not hold any real estate the 
value of which shall exceed the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 4. The said corporation shall possess the general powers 
and be subject to the general restrictions and liabilities prescribed 
in the third title of the eighteenth chapter of the first part of the 
Revised Statutes. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect immediately. 



AMENDMENT. 



LAWS OF NEW YORK, 1883. 

CHAPTER 139. 

An Act to amend chapter five hundred and ninety-four of the 

i«aws of eighteen hundred and sixty- five, entltl^ed 

"An Act to Incorporate the University 

Club in the City of New York." 

Passed March 29, 1883. 



The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate arid 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section i. Section three of chapter five hundred and ninety- 
four of the laws of eighteen hundred and sixty-five, entitled *' An 
Act to incorporate the University Club in the City of New York," 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 3. The said corporation may lease, purchase or take by 
deed, devise or bequest any real or personal estate, and hold or lease 
the same; provided that they shall not hold any real estate the 
value of which shall exceed the sum of five hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect immediately. 



CONSTITUTION, 

As Amknded to March, 1894. 



I. 
NAME. 

The name of this association is The University Ci.ub. 

II. 

OFFICERS. 

The oJSicers of the Club shall be a President, a Vice-President, a 
Secretary and a Treasurer. 

III. 

PRESIDENT. 

The President, and in his absence the Vice-President, shall 
preside at the meetings of the Club and of the Council. In the 
event of their absence, a meeting of the Club or of the Council may 
elect its presiding officers. The President shall, with the Secretary, 
sign all written contracts and obligations of the Club, and shall 
perform such other duties as the Council or the Club may assign 
him. 

IV. 

TREASURER. 

The Treasurer shall collect all entrance fees and all dues, and 
shall keep the accounts of the Club, and report thereon at each 
regular meeting of the Council. His accounts shall be audited by 
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the Auditing Committee semi-annually. He shall pay all bills on 
the certificate of their correctness by the House Committee. He 
shall notify persons elected to membership of their election. 

V. 

SECRETARY. 

The Secretary shall give notice of all meetings of the Club and 
of the Council, and shall keep minutes of such meetings. He shall 
conduct the correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He 
shall furnish to the Treasurer the names of all members elected to 
membership, and shall be the keeper of the seal of the Club. 

VI. 

COUNCIL. 

1. The Council shall consist of twenty members, five of whom 
shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting of the Club to 
replace the outgoing class and to take ofl&ce at the expiration of the 
term of such outgoing class. They shall hold office for four years, 
or until the fourth annual meeting after their election. The 
Council shall have general charge of the affairs, funds and property 
of the Club. They shall have full power, and it shall be their duty 
to carry out the purposes of the Club according to its Charter, Con- 
stitution and By-Laws. 

2. The Council shall, as soon as may be after each Annual Meet- 
ing, elect from its own body a President, Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, who shall hold office until the third Saturday of the 
succeeding March, and until their successors are elected. 

3. The Council shall submit at each Annual Meeting a general 
report of the affairs of the Club, with an estimate for the ensuing 
year, which shall be printed and distributed to members five days 
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before the Annual Meeting, and shall report at other times if 
required. 

4. The Council shall meet once a month, except during the 
months of July and August, and Special Meetings may be called by 
order of the President or of the House Committee. A majority of 
its members shall constitute a quorum of the Council. 

5. The Council shall prescribe rules for the admission of 
strangers to the privileges of the Club. 

6. The Council may fill any vacancy in its body by election of a 
member to hold office until the next annual election. 

7. The Council shall have power to remit penalties for offenses 
against the Rules and for unintentional violations of the Constitu- 
tion. 

VII. 

MEETINGS AND EI.ECTIONS. 

1 . There shall be an Annual Meeting of the Club on the third 
Saturday of March in each year. At the Annual Meeting, to be 
held on the second Saturday of May, 1879, twenty members shall 
be elected by ballot, who shall constitute the Council, and who 
shall hold ofiice as provided in Article VI. of this Constitution, and 
thereafter at each Annual Meeting five members shall be elected by 
ballot as members of the Council (to replace the outgoing class), 
whose term of ofiice shall be four years. Vacancies in the other 
classes shall be also filled at such meeting by ballot, and a majority 
of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect. 

2. Officers and members of the Council shall hold office during 
the term for which they are elected and until their successors are 
chosen. 
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3. If any vacancy shall occur in the Council, such vacancy may 
be supplied by election, by ballot, at a Special Meeting of the Club, 
to be called by the Council, provided that at least ten days' notice 
of such election shall have been posted. 

4. Upon the written request of twenty-five members, the Council 
shall call a Special Meeting of the Club, which request, as also the 
notice of any Special Meeting, shall state the object for which the 
meeting is called, and at a Special Meeting no subject not so stated 
shall be considered. Notices of any meeting, whether Annual or 
Special, shall be posted in the rooms of the Club for one week. Fifty 
members shall constitute a quorum at any meeting of the Club. 

VIII. 

QUAI.IFICATIONS OF MEMBERS. 

1 . Any person nominated after February i , 1880, shall be eligible 
to membership in this Club who shall have received from a University 
or College a degree, to obtain which, in regular course, at least three 
years' residence and study are required, or who shall have received an 
honorary degree from such University or College, or who shall have 
graduated at the United States Military Academy or at the United 
States Naval Academy ; provided that, in the case of the holder of an 
honorary degree, the candidate shall be distinguished in Literature, 
Art, Science or the Public Service ; and provided that, except in the 
case of the holder of an honorary degree, at least three years shall 
have elapsed since the conferring of the degree, or since graduation. 

2. As to persons nominated before February i, 1880, the provis- 
ions adopted May 10, 1879, shall apply. 

3. The Council shall determine what degrees from foreign Uni- 
versities, and from what foreign Universities, shall qualify the holder 
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for membership ; and a list of such degrees shall be posted in the 
office of the Club. The holder of any degree named on such list 
shall be eligible to membership. 

IX. 

COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS — EI.ECTION OF MEMBERS. 

1. There shall be a Committee on Admissions, to consist of 
twenty-one members, seven of whom shall be elected by ballot at 
each Annual Meeting of the Club, to replace the outgoing class and 
to take office at the expiration of the term of such outgoing class. 
The term of office of the members of this Committee shall be three 
years, or until the third Annual Meeting after their election. 

2. A majority of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect; and 
vacancies in any class shall be filled by the Committee. Eleven 
members shall constitute a quorum, and two negative votes shall 
be a rejection of a candidate. No member of the Council shall be a 
member of this Committee. The names of the Committee shall re- 
main posted in a conspicuous place in the Club rooms. The name, 
residence and College or place of instruction of every person pro- 
posed for admission, with the names of the members proposing and 
seconding, shall be exposed in a conspicuous place in the rooms 
for at least two weeks. The matter shall then be referred to the 
Committee on Admissions, the proceedings of which Committee 
shall be secret and confidential. It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mittee, after careful consideration and examination, to vote upon 
each name separately and by ballot. 

3. No member of this Committee shall propose any candidate 
for membership of the Club. On the election of each new member 
the Committee shall forthwith notify the same to the Secretary of 
the Club. 
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4. The number of Resident members of the Club shall not ex- 
ceed twelve hundred. 

5. The number of Non-resident members of the Club shall not 
■exceed nine hundred, and not more than ten Non-resident members 
shall be elected in any one month in addition to the number required 
to fill vacancies occasioned by death or resignation. 

X. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Resignations of membership shall be made to the Secretary in 
writing. 

Such resignation shall not be accepted until all indebtedness to 
the Club of the member resigning shall have been discharged. 

XI. 

DUES. 

1. The Entrance Fee shall be Two Hundred dollars for Resi- 
dent members, and One Hundred dollars for Non-resident members ; 
but every Non-resident member who shall become a Resident mem- 
ber shall pay to the Treasurer an amount equal to the difference 
between his original entrance fee and the Entrance fee for Resident 
members at the time of his admission as a Non-resident member ; 
and a failure to pay said sum shall be considered a failure to pay 
dues, and shall subject the member in default to the penalties pre- 
scribed in section 8 of this article. 

2. The annual dues of Resident members shall be sixty dollars, 
and of Non-resident members twenty-five dollars, payable semi- 
annually, in advance, on the first days of March and September. 
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3. Persons not residing or having a place of business within 
twenty miles of the City Hall, in the City of New York, may be 
elected as Non-resident members. 

4. No Non-resident members elected after April i, 1880, shall 
be entitled to vote at any meeting of the Club or to hold office. 

5. Any Resident member who may remove his residence and 
place of business to a distance of at least twenty miles from the City 
Hall, in the City of New York, shall, on written notice to the 
Treasurer of such removal, become a Non-resident member ; and 
any Non-resident member who may remove his residence or place of 
business to within twenty miles from said City Hall shall become a 
Resident member, and shall notify the Treasurer in writing of such 
removal; but any Non-resident member elected prior to April i, 
1880, residing or doing business within twenty miles of said City 
Hall, shall continue to be a Non-resident member, unless he may 
remove his residence to the City of New York. 

6. Candidates elected, on payment of the entrance fee and of 
the dues for the current half-year, shall become members of the 
Club, and the election of any candidate shall be void if he fail to 
make such payment within thirty days after notice of his election is 
mailed, addressed to him at the place given as his residence on the 
posted list of candidates. 

7. Officers of the Army and Navy eligible to membership who 
shall be elected after February 9, 1884, shall be considered as Non- 
resident members, except that, when ordered on service outside the 
limits of the United States, or when stationed at a post distant more 
than two hundred and fifty miles from New York City for a period 
longer than one year, their dues shall be remitted during the period 
of such service. 
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8. The names of all members who shall fail to pay their semi- 
annual dnes on or before the first days of April and October shall be 
then posted in a conspicuous place in the Club House ; and, if such 
dues are not paid on the first days of May and November there- 
after, such members shall cease to be members of the Club ; subject, 
however, to the provisions of Article VI., Section 7, of the Con- 
stitution. 

XII. 

EXPULSION. 

Any member may be suspended or expelled for cause by a vote 
of three-fourths of all the members of the Council ; one month's 
previous notice in writing have been given to the member with a 
copy of the charges preferred against him. 

XIII. 

GAMBI^ING. 

No betting or card-playing for stakes shall be allowed in the 
Club rooms. 

XIV. 

RUI.ES. 

The Council shall prepare and enforce Rules regulating the use 
of the Club rooms by the members. 

XV. 

APPOINTMENT OF HOUSE AND AUDITING COMMITTEES. 

The Council shall appoint from its own members an Auditing 
Committee, to consist of three members, and a House Committee, 
to consist of not more than five members, each Committee to be a 
Standing Committee for the current official year. 
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XVI. 
HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

The House Committee shall meet at least once a week. It shall 
be its duty, subject to the control of the Council, to manage the 
Club, to regulate prices, to order purchases, to audit bills, to receive 
complaints, to redress grievances, and to appoint and dismiss all 
employes. 

XVII. 

AUDITING COMMITTEE. 

The Auditing Committee shall audit the accounts of the 
Treasurer semi-annually, and report to the Council the accounts 
audited and allowed since its previous report. It may also act as a 
Finance Committee, with such duties and powers as the Council 
may prescribe. 

XVIII. 

RULES OF COUNCIL. AND COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS. 

The Council and Committee on admissions shall each have 
power to make rules for its government, and to prescribe and 
enforce penalties for the violation of such rules. 

XIX. 

COMMITTEE ON LITERATURE AND ART. 

The Council shall appoint a Committee on I^iterature and Art. 
This Committee, under direction of the Council, shall have charge 
of the Reading Room, and of all books, papers and works of art 
belonging to the Club, and shall have power to solicit and receive 
donations, and to select and purchase all books, periodicals and 
works of art for the Club. 
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XX. 

NOTICES TO MEMBERS. 

Any member may enter in a book, to be kept at the office, a 
mail address, to which all notices to be sent to him under the Con- 
stitution or Rules shall be directed. In default of such entry, such 
notices shall be served by depositing them in the Club letter-box 
addressed to the member, who shall be held to have received them 
ten days after they shall have been so mailed or deposited. 

XXI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The Constitution may be amended at any meeting of the Club, 
Annual or Special, by a vote of a majority, until after the Annual 
Meeting to be held in 1880, and thereafter by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present. Notices of proposed amendments shall be 
furnished to the Secretary and posted in the Club-room at least 
twenty days before the meeting at which it is proposed to consider 
them, and the Secretary shall cause such notice to be printed, and 
sent to each member at least ten days before such meeting. 
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I. 

The House will be open at 8 o'clock A. m. from November ist 
to May ist, and at 7 o'clock A. m. from May ist to November ist. 
Members will not be admitted after i o'clock A. m. The House 
will be closed at 2 o'clock A. m. 

II. 

The Restaurant will be closed at 12:30 a. m. The Wine Room 
will be closed at i A. m., except on special occasions, when it will 
be kept open until 1:30 o'clock A. m. 

III. 

The Billiard and Card Rooms will be closed from 12 oxlock on 
Saturday nights until 8 o'clock on Monday mornings. 

IV. 

The tariff and regulations for the use of the Bowling Alley, 
Billiard and Card Rooms and Bed Rooms will be under the control 
of the House Committee. 

V. 

No betting or play of any kind for stakes is allowed in the Club. 

VI. 

On the first day of each month, or as soon thereafter as may be 
practicable, a notice of the amount of his indebtedness shall be sent 
to each member in arrears on the last day of the preceding month. 
If such indebtedness exceed ten dollars and be not paid on or before 
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the fifteenth day of the month, the name of the member, together with 
the amount due, shall be posted on a sheet in the hall, and such 
member shall be refused further credit until his indebtedness be dis- 
charged. 

Should, however, a member become indebted to the Club at any- 
time in the sum of one hundred dollars or more, he shall be 
immediately notified of the same, and, upon failure to pay the 
indebtedness within one week after notification, his name shall be 
posted and his credit suspended ; and, in every case where credit is 
suspended, no further supplies shall be furnished to such member 
until the indebtedness already incurred shall have been discharged. 

VII. 

At the expiration of four weeks after the mailing of the first 
notice of indebtedness, if such indebtedness exceed ten dollars, a 
second notice shall be mailed to each member continuing in default, 
notifying him that, in the event of his continued failure to pay his 
indebtedness, he shall be charged with such failure at a subsequent 
meeting of the Council, and a motion will then be made for his sus- 
pension on such charge, in accordance with the provisions of Article 
XII. of the Constitution. 

VIII. 

Payments can be made only in the office. 

Vouchers representing the exact amount will be delivered to 
members at the time of payment. 

Members can have their checks cashed for an amount not 
exceeding $25 in one day. 

IX. 

All orders and alterations of orders for articles served from the 
Kitchen, Wine Room or elsewhere must be signed by members. 
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Members introducing guests shall be responsible for all debts 
incurred by them to the Club. 

X. 

No newspapers, magazines, books or other articles, the property 
of the Club, may be removed from the House by any member or 
employ 6. 

XI. 
Newspapers, magazines and book belonging to the Club shall 
not be marked, cut nor otherwise defaced ; neither shall they be 
removed from the Library to any private rooms in the Club. 

XII. 
No member or visitor shall be allowed to give, under any pre- 
tense whatsoever, money or any gratuity to any one in the service 
of the Club. 

XIII. 
The Committee on Literature and Art shall have charge of the 
general regulations of the Reading Rooms and Library. 

XIV. 
Dinners may be served until 8.30 p. m. 
Smoking is not allowed in the Dining Room. 

XV. 
No dinner shall be served in a private dining room for less than 
six persons. 

XVI. 
All requests and complaints should be made in writing, signed, 
addressed to the House Committee and deposited in the locked box 
provided for the purpose. 
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XVII. 
Members shall not be allowed to send the servants out of the 
Club on any pretext. On application at the office, any message 
will be promptly attended to, for which a proper charge will be 
made. 

XVIII. 

Each member or visitor playing cards shall be charged twenty - 
five cents for a sitting. The cards remain the property of the Club. 
Fresh packs of cards will be furnished to each new table formed of 
either four or six persons. The Card Room will be closed at 2 
o'clock A. M. every night except on Saturdays, w^hen House Rule 
No. III. will be enforced. 

XIX. 

No refreshments other than tea and :cofifee and bouillon in cups 
shall be served in the Reading Rooms or I^ibrary. 

XX. 

The price of Bed Rooms is fixed at two dollars per night. 
No room shall be rented for a period longer than fourteen con- 
secutive days if required for occupancy by another member. 

The Club is not responsible for personal property left in Bed 
Rooms. 

XXI. 

Pipe smoking is not permitted in any part of the House. 

XXII. 
No dogs shall be allowed on the Club premises. 



NOMINATING COMMITTEE. 

Pursuant to a Resolution adopted by the Club at the Annual 
Meeting in May, 1890, it is the duty of the Council to appoint, at 
their stated meeting in February in each year, a special Nominating 
Committee, whose names shall be immediately posted. 

It is the duty of such Special Committee to nominate and post 
a ticket of candidates for the Council and Committee on Admissions 
at least ten days before the Antfual Meeting in March. 



INVESTMENTS. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to report to the Council 
when there are moneys in the Treasury available for investment or 
reinvestment, and, if upon such report the Council shall so direct, it 
shall be his further duty to invest the same in such securities as 
may be approved by the Auditing Committee, and to report such 
investment at the next meeting of the Council. Such securities 
shall always be in the name of the University Club. 



EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURES. 

It shall be the duty of the House Committee and of the Com- 
mittee on Literature and Art to advise with the Council as to all 
extraordinary expenditures in their respective departments, and to 
obtain its consent thereto before incurring the same. In cases of 
emergency, and where the Council cannot be called together in 
time, the House Committee may act and report its action at the 
next meeting of the Council.

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ADMISSION OF VISITORS 



TO THE PRIVILEGES OF 



THE UNIVERSITY CI.UB, 



PRESCRIBED BY THE COUNCIL. 



I. 

Any person, residing not less than thirty miles from the City of 
New York, and not having a place of business in said City, may, 
on introduction by a member, enjoy the privileges of the Club 
House for any time not exceeding one week ; the name and resi- 
dence of such person, with the name of the member introducing him, 
and the date of the introduction having been first entered in a book 
provided for that purpose. The privileges of a visitor may be ter- 
minated at the discretion of the House Committee. 

No person shall be introduced under this rule more than twice 
in any calendar 3'ear, and no member shall have more than one such 
guest at any one time. 

Dinner for persons introduced under this rule shall be served in 
such rooms as the House Committee shall direct. 

No person residing or doing business within thirty miles of the 
City of New York shall be admitted to any but the Private Dining 
Rooms of the Club. 

II. 

Presidents and Professors in Colleges or Universities not in the 
City of New York may be admitted to the privileges of the Club 
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for not more than one week at any one time, upon cards issued by 
any member of the House Committee, after written application 
therefor by a member of the Club. 

III. 

Strangers of distinction and distinguished Americans residing 
abroad may be admitted to the privileges of the Club House for 
thirty days upon the invitation of the House Committee. 

IV. 

No person may be admitted into the Club House except 
members, and visitors individually invited under these rules and 
persons calling upon them, or having business connected with the 
Club. 

V. 

Visitors shall neither give entertainments in the Club House nor 
be present at business meetings. No visitors shall give any money 
or other gratuity to any employ^ of the Club. 



RULES 



COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS. 



The attention of members is called to the following Rules of the 
Committee on Admissions, as recently amended : 

Section 4. A stated meeting of the Committee shall be held 
on the first Wednesday evening of each month except the 
months of July, August and September. 

Sec. 10. Names of candidates shall be entered in a book to be 
kept in the office of the Club. In such book shall also be entered 
the College at which each candidate graduated, the year of his 
graduation, his residence and his profession or occupation ; and, if 
he have no profession or occupation, that fact shall be stated. 
Until such entry is made and signed by the proposer and seconder, 
the name of a candidate shall not be posted. The Secretary of the 
Committee may sign for members who are absent from the City, 
upon their written request. 

The proposer of a candidate for admission to the Club is re- 
quired to send to the Committee on Admissions a letter of recom- 
mendation, giving the name and place of residence of the candidate, 
the College at which he graduated, and the year of his graduation, 
the profession or occupation of the candidate, and such statement of 
his qualifications as the proposer may deem proper. A letter of 
recommendation is also required from the seconder. 
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Sec. II. If the name of any candidate is called up for con- 
sideration at a meeting of the Committee, and it shall then appear 
that no letter of recommendation has been received from the pro- 
poser and seconder, the name shall be passed; and the Secretary 
shall immediately notify the proposer and the seconder that the 
nomination cannot be acted upon without a proper letter of recom- 
mendation. In case no such letters are received before the next 
following stated meeting, the candidate shall be deemed withdrawn, 
and his name shall be dropped from the list. 

Sec. 12. letters, except those of the proposer and seconder, 
relating to candidates whose names have been finally acted upon, 
shall forthwith be destroyed, unless by a vote of the Committee any 
particular letter be preserved. 

Sec. 1 6. The name of no candidate for non-resident member- 
ship shall be considered by the Committee unless a letter respecting 
his candidacy shall have been received from a resident member of 
the Club, or unless such candidate shall be personally known to 
some member of the Committee present. 

Sec. 1 8. The names of such candidates as may be proposed 
before three years after their graduation have expired shall be 
posted by the Secretary of the Committee as soon as they shall be 
eligible for election ; but the name of no candidate proposed before 
his graduation shall be posted. 

Sec. 19. Candidates for resident membership must be person- 
ally known to at least one member of the Committee present.

It will be observed that the total in the leading group of four is 1262; in 
the second group, which comprises the 19 colleges represented by from ten to 
one hundred men, it is 608 ; and in the third group, which comprises the 19 
colleges having less than ten men but more than two, it is 86. 

Of the year's increase in members (83 since the last annual was printed, 
with 1943 names), the first group has 63, the second group has 8, and the other 
three groups (75 colleges) have the remaining 12. 

There are 51 graduates of 18 foreign universities. Of the 15 Cambridge 
men, eight belong to Trinity College, three to Trinity Hall, two to St. John's 
College, one to Emanuel College, and one to Jesus College. (This last name 
should be inserted at page 61, fifteenth line.) Of the six Oxford men, three 
are assigned to Christchurch, and one each to Merton, Oriel and Brasenose.
